In view of increasing congestion in our 
limited frequency assignments, caused 
by the steady growth of the amateur body 
ARRL urges upon amateurs a more strict 
observance of the following operating 
principals: 

1) make proper choice of feeqeuncy bands 
below 30 mc. appropriate to the dis~ 
tance to be covered 

2) acheive equipment flexibility so that 
an adequate choice of frequency bands 
and powers are available 

3) use minimum bandwidth consistent with 
good engineering practice 

4) expand use of VHF for!local. contacts 

5) use the minimum power’ necessary to 
mantain communication.

HAVING FUN ISN'T ENOUGH

The discussion of the incentive licensing proposal at our last club meeting 


prompted me to make these few observations, 
frequenciss and that we want to retain them 


The fact that we enjoy the use of amateur 
is probably a universal feeling. What 


seem far more important, and seems thoroughly ignored by those opposing the incen- 
tive licensing plan is that enjoyment in its self is not reason enough to retain 


the use of our bands. The air waves, if you 


will, are the public domain, and the 


user of frequencies must justify this privlege by operating in such a way as to be 
in the public interest, convience, and necessity. This is the universal] standard 
used by government hodies in judging the justification of use of public property. 

It seems to me that we owe our bperating privliges in large part to the opinion 
in which we are held by the Federal Communications Commission. If the Commission 
feels that we are justifing our existance they will be favorably disposed to act on 


our behalf to help us retain our bands, 
Now here is a most important point that 
a great many people seemed to have over- 


looked. The FCC has, by means of speeches { ARPSC TO HOLD CONVENTION 


by members of the Commission before pub~ 
lic groups, indicated that it is dis- 
satisfied with the state of affairs in 
the amateur bands. The Commissioners have 
repeatedly said this in unmistakable terms 
It seems to follow then, that we should 
try to do something to improve the sit- 
uation. The sixty four dollar question 

is then "What to do?" 

I believe several things. First, I 
think that the administraters of the ARRL 
know pretty much what dissatisfies the 
FCC. The maintain close contact with the 
Commission, officially and otherwise. 
Further, I believe that the petple at 
the ARRL are competent and sincere, I 
say sincere because their welfare depends 
on the future of amateur radio. They 
stand to do nothing but lcose in case of 
any drastic restrictions of amateur ac- 
tivities, and I am sure they are astute 
enough to realize this. To me, it there- 
fore follows that the incentive plan is 
a constructive attempt to improve our 
image in the eyes of the FBC, and there- 
by strengthen our position in future ne- 
gotiations for frequencies, This plan 
may not be the best wag of attacking our 
problem, but I haven't heard any constr- 
uctive reccommendations from the detract- 
ors of the League, Perhaps they think 
that if they ignore the problem long 
enough it will go away. 

The opponents of the proposal pre= 
dict all sorts of dire effects if the

If you have 
failed in any one of these you are mis~ 
sing the BLUE. GREIN stands for net ac- 
tivities, The go-ahead for traffic hand- 
ling, disaster control preceedure, pub- 
lic service, RiCES, AREC, etc, By help- 
ing cat here you keep the color GREEN 
in the rainbow.

The majority of General license holders 
could pass a more advanced test if they 
wanted, We should also remember thet the 
ten and fiftzen meter phone bands will be 
unaffected. The six meter band would be 
suitable for much cf the type of operation 
that is done on 75 meters now, and more im~ 
portant, the six meter band porvides six 
times the available space of the combined 
75, 40 and 20 meter phone bands. «nybody 
who beerudees other amateurs the privlige 
of working on six because he wants the 
band to remain "quiet and pteceful" strikes 
me as being 2 pretty sorry excuse for a 
ham. No one need go off the air who has 

an honest interest in radio, 

Incentive licensing might be thought 
of as something like income tax. I doubt 
if it is popular with anyone, and despised 
by most of our citizens. We all tolerate 
enforcement though, becanee we realize 
its necessity. The same is true for many 
reghlations under which we pursue our 
activities. 

Cne of our members at our last meeting 
told us how the opeaating behavior on 
the phone bands had deterorated during 
the ten years or so that he had been 
away from this country.

incentive for a minute if you will. The 
incentive is a reward for increased ef~ 
fort or ability. Today few General Classs 
licensees have a desire to progress to 

an advanced ticket, because there is hard- 
ly anything to gain for their efforts. It 
certainly seems to me that the stature of 
amateur radio would be improved if the 
membership were more competent technicly. 
Tne incentive plan surly would bring some 
impravement in this direction. 

It seéms beyend dispute that a prob- 
lem does exist, and we should be doing 
something more constructive than lashing 
out in rage or resentment against ARRL. 
AS a compromise, some of the proposals 
in the current issue of CQ magazine seem 
reasonable, except for the wird suggest- 
ion of a 2 KW power limit. 

At any rate, the FCC certainly knows 
by this time that many hams are opposed 
to the idea of restricted bandd, and will 
take this into account when they make 
a final decision. Don't forget, it is 
the FCC that will decide. ARRL won't be 
jamming anything down »nyones throat. 

If they do decide in favor of the «RRL 
proposal, £t would prove to me that the 
incentive plan is the best way. 

It has been said the measure of an 
edacated man is the degree to which he 
ean consider a problem or situation 
apart from selfish and narrow considers 
ations. I would hope that we amateurs are 
well enough educated to see the overall 
problem. Just having fun isn't enough. 
We're going to have to appear to be more 
than appliance operators or play boys of 
the air waves to justify our continued 
stewardship of our bands.

4 new mode of communication that s 
should ease the “RM problem on the lower 
frequehcies has recently made its debut, 
The NSB form of communication is similar 
to SSB in many respects, In the NSB gen~ 
erator first the carrier is removed by 
the normal means, the balanced modujator, 
then two very sharp filter networks re~ 
move both of the sidebands, Receiving 
this type of transmission poses a problem 
that is a little more difficult to solve; 
in addition to the carrier reinsertion 
normally done by the use cf the BFO in 
the receiver, both sidebands must be re- 
inserted. No focl proof solution to this 
problem has yet been devised, Reliable 
sources have reported that some of the 
international shortwave broadcast stations 
(Radio Moscow) have been asked to try this 
new type of transmission in order to re~ 
duce the interference in the 40 meter 
fone band during the early evening hours. 

Next month I will try to discuss 
the design problems of a broad band jam 
ming transmitter, the sane approech to 
the 160 meter beam and conversion of 4 
sarplus V-8 gasoline engine to a noise 
generator for the alignment of VHF con~ 
verters.
